The  grand  finale  of  the  1963  season  came  with 
a  crushing  victory  over  Sun  Valley  in  which  the 
Colts  walked  away  with  a  32-13  victory. 

Much  was  learned  through  hard,  tough  ex- 
perience, and  next  year  the  Colts,  with  work  and 
increased  desire  and  hustle,  will  be  capable  of 
holding  their  own  and  moving  up  the  ladder  of  the 
Rocky  River  Conference.
